Germans Heavily Bomb 
London After Three Days 
of Quiet — Anti-Aircraft 
Firing Goes on Almost 
Continuously. : 


LONDON, Dec. 27 (AP).—The Alr 
Ministry announced late today that 
British bombers attacked the Ger- 
man submarine base at Lorient, 
France, and airdromes in Brittany 
today, the second day of a day- 
light offensive. Bordeaux and air- 
dromes in occupied France were at- 
tacked last night and yesterday. 
Raiding planes attacked London 
tonight with incendiary and ex- 
plosive bombs after three bombless 
days and nights. There was almost 
continuous anti-aircraft fire. 
(Private messages from London 
indicated that the raid was ex- 
tremely heavy.) 

German planes also were report- 
ed over a town in East Anglia. 
Fog overhung the calm Strait of 
Dover and the sky was overcast 
by broken clouds. 

The revival of the air war after 
a Christmas lull was accompanied 
this morning by a burst of activity 
by German long-range guns. The}, 
big guns ‘fired for two and one 
half houras at the Dover area, but 
the British Press Association said 
there was “no damage or casual- 
ties.” 


Southeast Town Bombed.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (AP).— 
Attorney-General Jackson stepped 


into the fight over control of music 
for broadcasting today with an or- 
der to begin criminal proceedings 
under the Sherman Anti-Trust Law 
against the major contestants. 

The Justice Department § an- 
nounced that Jackson had ordered 
Thurman Arnold, anti-trust chief, 
to file charges in United States 
District Court in Milwaukee, Wis., 
immediately after the first of the 
year against the American Society 
of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers; Broadcast Music, Inc.. the 
National Broadcasting Co. and the 
Columbia Broadcasting System. 

ASCAP, which controls a major 
portion of all modern popular mu- 
sic, and the big radio broadcasters 
have been at odds for months over 
the former’s demand for a new 
contract. A five-year agreement 
expires Dec. 31 and because of the 
dispute both NBC and CBS have 
dropped ASCAP-controlled music 
from their programs. 
The broadcasters charged that 
ASCAP’s demands would cost them 
approximately $9,000,000 a year, or 
more than double the amount they 
have been paying. 
Explaining that efforts toward a 
voluntary agreement had failed, 
Arnold. declared that the depart- 
ment would not sit by and see a 
“private war” in which “the pub- 
jlie is in the- position ef a neutral 
caught between two aggressive bel- 
ligerents.”

CHANGE IN FISCAL 
YEAR IS URGED 


Group Also Calls on Legis- 
lature to Appropriate on 
First Day Money for Fuel 
and Food. 


Thousands of persons on relief 
face the possibility of going without 
food and fuel after Tuesday, Dec. 
31, when relief appropriations ex- 
pire, until the Legislature, which 


will convene Jan. 8, can provide 
new appropriations, the Relief 
Committee of the Social Planning 
Council declared today in a letter 
to legislators from St. Louis and 
St. Louis County. 

“The State Social Security Com- 
mission has acknowledged its ina- 
bility to fill the void and the Gov- 
ernor, in whom rests the last hope, 
has the problem under considera- 
tion but has not yet given any as- 
surance that the necessary funds 
will be made available,” said Dean 
Sidney E. Sweet of Christ Church 
Cathedral, chairman of the com- 
mittee, in making the letter pub- 
lic. 

In the message the Relief Com- 
mittee urged that the Legislature 
make an appropriation on the first 
day of the new session and change 
the fiscal year for relief appropri- 
tions so as to prevent recurrence 
of the impending emergency. 

Text of the letter follows: 

“The rules and regulations under 
which our State government oper- 
ates as they apply to the expendi- 
ture of relief funds through the So- 
cial Security Commission, appar- 
ently will be. directly responsible 
for a great deai of acute suffering: 
There is no appropriation for use 
by the Social Security Commission 
beyond Dec. 31, 1940. The earliest 
date for action on an appropriation 
for 1941 is Jan. 8. Unless Gov. 
Stark can find some means of pro- 
viding for the time until the new 
appropriation becomes available, 
thousands of our fellow citizens 
will be without food and fuel for 
from one to two weeks, including 
many who are of tender years and 
many who are ill. 

“We respectfully suggest that 
the Legislature take two actions: 
1. To appropriate by resolution 
on Jan. 8 sufficient funds to en- 
able the relief-forces under the 
state government to function. 

2. To change the fiscal year for

Drinking ‘Like a Gentleman’ Is Just

drinkers the alcohol is absorbed 
more rapidly into the blood than 
in moderate or rare drinkers. Once 
it was believed that the heavy 
drinker stayed sober because his 
blood absorbed liquor more slowly. 

It was also believed that the al- 
cohol went to the brain of the ha- 
bitual drinker more slowly than in 
the novice, and that this explained 
how a person could carry a “load” 
without becoming intoxicated. But 
Dr. Newman outlined animal exper- 
iments which he said showed that 
the brains of habitual drinkers get 
the alcohol faster than those who 
become drunken more quickly. 

A third recent scientific explana- 
tion of staying sober, he said, has 
been a belief that the body of a 
person used to liquor metabolized, 
that is burned, the alcohol more 
quickly. But Dr. Newman described 
experiments showing that this also

LIFE AS BOMBS DROP 


How It Feels to Be “Bombed Out” — | 
Reporter Whose Home Was Wrecked 
Describes Experience He Says Is Typical 
of Thousands of London Families.

NEW YORK, Dec. 27 (AP). 

HAVE been “bombed out.” So 
| have a large number of my 

friends. Some men on the Lon- 
don staff of the Associated Press 
have been bombed out as many as 
three times. It is by no means the 
worst thing which can happen to 
you in total warfare waged upon a 
metropolis. 

Four things happen to buildings 
from bomb explosions. They may 
be merely damaged, their occupants 
may be bombed out, the premises 
may be demolished or they may be 
leveled. 

“There’s nothing over three feet 
high,’ they say when they try to 
describe to you a leveled building. 
It is the product of a direct hit by 
a high-explosive bomb of the high- 


est caliber. I have seen a whole 
block in that condition, more than 
once. 

The demolished building is one 
so messed up that it has to be torn 
down and rebuilt. But the bombed- 
out premises can frequently be 
made tenantable again. They are 
victims of concussion, 0 man-made 
fiendish tornado which has all the 
freakish characteristics of a natural 
one. 

For every demolished building 
there are probably 25 from which 
the tenants have been driven 
either permanently or temporarily. 


What It’s Like. 


One experience, therefore, gives 
a fairly accurate picture of what 
has happened to tens of thousands 
among the 10,000,000 people in the 
London area. 

It usually happens at night, when 
the bombardment is at its worst, 
and probably in the second stage ot 
the night’s attack when the heavy 
stuff succeeds the incendiary 
bombs and showers of parachute 
flares used to develop targets. 


You have long since retired from 
the blacked-out living rooms to the 
basement shelter, leaving doors un- 
locked in case police or Air Raid 
Precautions men need to make hur- 
ried entrance and windows partly 
open to save the glass against some 
less distant explosion. 

The gurgling whistle of a bomb 
brings you up tensely, all nerves. 
The sound swells into a scream 
which is coming right at you. 


You say inwardly “Perhaps this 
is it,” referring to that direct hit 
against which no ordinary shelter 
is proof, the 1000-to-1 chance that 
this may be the end. 

Comes a blinding flash and the 
earth heaves. You have a feeling 
that all your little world has sud- 
denly been shaken into a heap. 


Debris seems to be falling all 
about you. The air is sharply cold 
and dusty, almost unbearable. A 
gale seems to be whistling through 
the once-cozy house. 

Things continue to fall. Long 
after the crash of sound has been 
been succeeded by a deep silence, 
that silence is broken occasionally 
by falling glass. You have an urge 
to fly but you keep your place by 
sheer force of will, knowing it is 
the safest place you've got, hoping 
that a collapse is not going to bury 
you next minute. 


Surveying the Damage. 

The next minutes pass like hours. 
») At last you reach for the light 
iswitch and snap it, but nothing 
happens. As you fumble for the 
matches and candle on your bed- 


side table, knocking off the first- 
aid kit and the candy intended to 
feed you if you have to be dug out, 
pieces of plaster slip from the bed 
to the floor. 

At last you make a light, find 
slippers and steal through a carpet 
of glass and plaster to view the 
scene. 

Tattered draperies stir eerily at 
empty windows. Doors have been 
crookedly wrenched off their 
hinges. Here is a whole window 
frame pushed into the kitchen. 
Yonder is a mullioned window look- 
ing like the billowing sail of a 
Spanish galleon. 


The terrific wrench to the house 
has dislodged soot from all the 
chimneys, which has swept three 
inches deep over some of the rugs 
and mingled with the glass and 
plaster dust upon all] the furniture. 


The locks of connecting doors 
have burst. An interior partition 
is out of plumb. There’s a splash 
of water from a damaged pipe. 


It is a mess which grows in- 
creasingly uncomfortable as_ the 
wintry winds blow through the 
house. You do nct know until later 
how the blast has scrambled the 
slates of the roof and ripped off 
many of them, leaving the rafters 
bare. Fortunately it is not raining. 


Grateful to Be Alive. 


When we were bombed out at our 
house we lost 70 panes of glass, in- 
cluding the heavy plate glass of the 
first floor rooms. Many of the win- 
dow frames were started from their 
places. Most of the doors were 
damaged. Thick solid shutters had 
been splintered. Rocks from the 
fernery out of doors had been 
thrown into rooms. The chrysan- 
themums in the conservatory were 
jumbled with the glass from its 
sides and roof. The food in the 
leader was so full of powdered 
glass it had to be thrown away. 


But you are grateful—grateful 
that you are just “bombed out” and 
not demolished — grateful at the 
many possessions which appear un- 
hurt—grateful that you are at least 
quite alive and unhurt and able 
to begin again. 

You can scarcely wait for day- 
light to begin. 


Britain Must Keep 
Shipping Moving 
To Win, Eliot Says 


England, With U. S. 
Aid, Can Outproduce 
Reich in Long Run, 
He Asserts.

HE Battle of Britain, which has 
T deen in progress since August, 

is actually three battles: 

1. The Battle of Production. 

2. The Battle of Transportation. 

3. The Battle of Combat. 

The first two battles go on all the 
time; the third, the Battle of Com- 
bat, flares up only intermittently, 
as one side or the other may gather 
enough strength from success in the 
other two battles. Complete defeat 
in either of the other two would 
spell the end of either combatant, 
since upon success in both of these 
battles depends success in the 
third, while the first two are inter- 
dependent. 

Germany began the war with a 
great accumulated advantage in the 
battle of production, but under seri- 
ous handicaps in the battle of 
transportation. Not only had Ger- 
many built up reserves of fabricated 
arms and munitions on a very large 
scale, but she had also built a war 
industry, far more capacious than 
anything possessed by Britain or 
the United States. I am speaking 
here, not of ultimate capacity, but 
of immediate capacity to turn out 
munitions. 

This advantage was proportion- 
ately much greater in the scale of 
modern war than it would have 
been even in 1914, not to speak of a 
century ago. The dependence of 
the fighting forces of today upon 
mechanical appliances of all sorts 
is far greater than at any other pe- 
riod of history, and to produce in 
quantity these appliances and their 
ammunition and supplies is far be- 
yond the capacity of any save an 
organized and thoroughly equipped 
industry. The gap, in this respect, 
between the wars of Napoleon and 
those of today is the gap between 
the village smithy and Vickers, 
Krupp or Skoda. 

Warfare by Spasms. 

It is a gap so great that extensive 
combat on a “full-out” basis can be 
carried on, even by the greatest in- 
dustrial powers, only intermittently, ; 
as a result of long preparation in 
assembling heavy reserves of muni- | 
tions, and for limited periods of 
time. In the intervals between such 
gargantuan efforts, each side en- 
deavors to use every available 
means to prévent its opponent 
from making such preparations or 
counter-preparations, 

In the long run Germany may 
be said to be in certain, prospect 
of losing the Battle of Production, 
because (1) Germany’s industrial 
plant, though huge, cannot equal 
the potential output of the com- 
bined industrial plants of the Unit- 
ed States and the British Domin- 
ions, plus the British production, 
even though that be reduced by air 
attacks; (2) all German plants are 
within reach of bombardment, or 
will be with the coming into serv- 
ice of additional British long-range 
bombers, while American and Do- 
minion plants cannot be so _ at- 
tacked; (3) Germany is short of

Dear Sawbones: 


I didn’t get into Milan until last 
night. I had a place on the morn- 
ing express from Venice yesterday, 
but without any warning, the Fas- 
cists suppressed about half of the 
country’s passenger trains, mine 
among them. 

They need the trains and hydro- 
electric power for more serious pur- 
poses. With this radical curtail- 
ment of services, we were packed 
in like sardines, but a train trip 
is always interesting and I like 
train talk, whether it be in an 
American Pullman or riding a Rus- 
sian boot-car south from Kiev, 
where I once bought two geese and 
had my fellow passengers boil 
them in a_ bucket on a piece 
of corrugated steel in the floor of 
the car, and, believe me, they 
tasted good, washed down with 
vodka, 

The Italians are a wonderful 
people and, despite the fact that 
they aren’t used to playing sar- 
dines, I never heard a querulous 
word. 

In my compartment, there was 
a young officer, back from Greece. 
Underneath the chapped windburn 
he had that peaked look of a man 
who had experienced absolute phy- 
sical exhaustion. His face looked 
as worn as his uniform. He had 
been met by his father and uncle, 
the former a distinguished-looking 
man in severe black-gprobably a 
retired business man or lawyer— 
the latter a chunky man in bright 
clothes who looked like a building 
contractor but was evidently a “big 
shot” Fascist politician, from his 
talk. You should have seen the 
way the father and the _ uncle 
looked at that boy and the way 
the boy looked at them. There was 
a caress in every movement they 
made and the father’s eyes seemed 
to brim with tears of joy. They all

smiled as if being alive were a 
secret shared by the three alone.

Silence on Greece. 


They had already talked about 
it before coming on the train, I 
imagine. An Italian woman, as 
curious as I, tried to draw them 
out by talking about what jokes 
the air raids have been but they 
weren't being drawn out. 

Finally, when I was smoking in 
the crowded corridor, the uncle and 
the boy came out and smoked, too. 
We were packed so close together 
that we could scarcely raise our 
arm or turn.

“Don't worry about Raimondo. 
He’s all right,” said the young cap- 
tain.

Britain to Put 
New War Bonds 
On Sale Jan. 2 


Need of Money for 
Weapons Is ‘Imper- 
ative,’ Chancellor of 
Exchequer Says. 


LONDON, Dec. 27 (AP). 

IR KINGSLEY WOOD, Chan- 
§ cellor of the Exchequer, de 
clared tonight that Britain's 
need of money for war weapons is 
“imperative.” He announced two 
new types of war securities, 
The Chancellor praised the “fine 
achievement” of raising £1,269,000,- 
000 ($5,126,760,000 on a basis of $4.04 
to the pound) of national war 
bonds and other types of public 
loans to the Government. “But I 
ask for more,” he added. 
One of the two new issues, 2% 
per cent national war bonds, will 
go on sale Jan. 2, 1941. They will 
be issued at par and will be pay- 
able at par on Aug. 15, 1948, or, if 
the Government gives notice, on or 
after July 15, 1946. 
A new security called “3 per cent 
savings bonds 1955-65” will go on 
sale Jan. 2, 1941, with the national 
war bonds. These also will be is- 
sued at par and will be repaid at 
par on Aug. 15, 1965, or, if the Gov- 
ernment gives notice, on or after 
Aug. 15, 1955. 
The bonds will be issued through 
the Bank of England in multiples 
of £50 with a minimum subscription 
of £100. A smaller investor can 
buy through the postoffice and 
trustee savings banks with a first 
payment of £25. 

National savings certificates, 3 
per cent defense bonds and facili- 
ties of the postoffice and trustee 
savings banks will continue to be 
available, Wood said. 

Stressing the urgency of the sit- 
uation, the Chancellor declared: 

“Our needs, particularly for the 
best weapons for our airmen and 
for all demands of modern war, are, 
[ think, clear to all. They are, in 
fact, imperative.”

It was a merry Christmas, indeed, for the 100 
families on the Farm Security Administration's re- 
settlement project at LaForge, Mo. Dispossessed or 
barely keeping body and soul together as sharecrop- 
per a little more than three years ago, they cele- 
brated the holiday, as was told in the Everyday Mag- 
azine yesterday, like any other farm folks who had 
enjoyed a good year. 

It took $786,443 of Government money to set up 
this model community in Southeastern Missouri as 
an experiment in rehabilitating a rural slum. The 
colonists have already repaid $142,500 of this invest- 
ment. They have substantial homes. They have a 
school. They have saved part of the cash brought 
in by the 1940 crop. Their cattle, hogs, mules and 
poultry are increasing, and their acres have been 
scientifically prepared for another season. 

The fly in the ointment, however, is that all this 
good fortune has come to only 100 families. There 
are hundreds and hundreds of others in the Mis- 
souri boot-heel alone for whom the problem of pov-

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THE QUESTION OF AIR SAFETY. 

Not a single major air-line crash occurred between 
March 3, 1939, and August, 1940, when the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority was reorganized at the recom- 
mendation of the President.

The point, of course, is that the FSA can’t do it 
all. Its funds never were adequate for all the work 
it might have done—the work that it ought to be 
doing now. With Congress and the people preoccu- 
pied with the problems of defense, it is not likely 
that FSA appropriations will be increased. 

States and regions within states—such as South- 
east Missouri—must then think about lifting them- 
selves by their own efforts. Sharecroppers’ roadside 
demonstrations may be addressed to the conscience 
of the nation, but they are more immediately ad- 
dressed to the conscience and to the pocketbook of 
Missouri and Missouri’s boot-heel. The Southeastern 
counties cannot feel at ease so long as* their farm 
labor problem goes unsolved. The State must be 
prepared to meet direct relief charges—charges that 
are not shared by the Federal Government—just as 
long as these people cannot support themselves. 

The FSA has done the spadework. It has estab- 
lished a LaForge and demonstrated that it is not a 
“rat hole” into which more and more money must be 
poured. It believes'it will shortly demonstrate that 
the labor colonies will keep even more croppers off 
the cotton-country roads. 

The FSA has also contended that the larger land 
owners of the region can make their contribution by 
dedicating small sections of their plantations for use 
as one-family labor colonies. It has been willing to 
extend the credit necessary for building a modest yet 
decent home on such a tract and for the cow and such 
equipment and seed as may be required. 

Here, then, is a community problem. The com- 
munity should solve it as a matter of primary self- 
interest. It would be wise to undertake the task 
while the Federal Government still stands by to lend 
a helping hand, Circumstances may force the with- 
drawal of that hand. But its withdrawal will not 
mean an end of the problem. It will mean simply that 
the whole burden will rest on Missouri and the boot-

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QUESTION FOR MISSOURI DEMOCRATS. 

Next Monday the Democratic State Committee: will 
convene to examine evidence of election irregulari- 
ties gathered by State Chairman Hulen, as basis for 
decision as to whether or not the election of Forrest 
C. Donnell as Governor should be contested. On the 
face of the official returns, Mr, Donnell led his oppo- 
nent, Lawrence McDaniel, by 3613 votes.

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GOV. STELLE’S CHRISTMAS PARDONS. 


~ Gov. Stelle’s Christmas Eve pardon for the five 


“Du Quoin boys” was an appropriate act of executive 
clemency. The crime for which they had spent 
Seven years in the Illinois penitentiary was one of 
those hasty, impulsive deeds in time of high feeling 
which have tragic consequences. Members of the 
Progressive Miners’ Union, they fired into the home 
of a member of the United Mine Workers during the 
warfare between the rival unions in 1933. One of 
the shots killed 14-year-old La Vern Miller, a school 
girl, at work on her lessons. 

Punishment was deserved and it came speedily. 
Four of the “boys”—all were under 30 then and one 
was under 20—went to the penitentiary for life and 
one for 40 years. But at the same time, members 
of the Progressive Miners were being killed in the 
identical warfare. In fact, the memorial to Mother 
Jones at Mount Olive bears a long list of Progressive 
Miners who lost their lives im that tragic, costly

After our recent 
efforts—most of them in vain—to find a little time 
for Christmas shopping, for reading our still unopened 
copies of “Anthony Adverse” and “Gone With the 
Wind” (we never learned how to get through the Har- 
vard classics on the 15-minutes-a-day schedule), and, 
during the summer, for an extra nine holes of golf, 
we are convinced that the days are too short. 
Twenty-four hours are not enough. If the press 
agents can have 72 weeks in a year, perhaps our 
more modest request for, say, 30 hours in the day 
may have a chance. We urge all who feel with us 
to write to their Congressman.

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FAT BOY GOES TO QUEENS. 
New York’s statue to Civic Virtue, which stood for 
years with its back to City Hall, has finally been 
nt to amew home in the Borough of Queens. If 
strict propriety had been observed, its history re- 
calls, it would have been sent to the Bronx. For 
when Fat Boy, as the statue is irreverently known, 
was unveiled, he got a Bronx reception. 
Sculptor Frederick MacMonnies’ 11-foot marble 
nude—a thoroughly muscled young man enthusiastic- 
ally kicking the prostrate forms of two sirens repre- 
senting urban temptation and vice—found that 
trampling on the fair sex, although in the symbolic 
interests of virtue, was not considered comme il faut, 
even by sophisticated Manhattan. 
Local clubwomen, who assailed the statue as an 
insult to womanhood and a sculptural slur on fem- 
ininity, raised ‘a rumpus that was heard across the 
country. Sculptors rallied to their colleague’s de- 
fense, but few women had a good word for Fat Boy. 
Even the kinder remarks were left-handed. 

One woman defended the group as nothing out of 
the ordinary, because “man today is casting woman 
into the gutter as usual.” A representative of a 
Washington Heights woman’s club suggested that 
the male figure more nearly represented the triumph 
of a subway guard over prone passengers in the rush 
hour. 

Criticism was not restricted to the Fat Boy’s 
manners. One critic suggested that the true sym- 
bolism lay in the fact that civic virtue was depicted 
as naked—a proper symbol, considering the treatment 
it got from City Hall politicians. Mayor Hylan began 
to be concerned. 

If Fat Boy continues in Queens the stormy career 
he began at City Hall, Borough President George U. 
Harvey may change his mind. But the other day he 
said he was glad to get anything free from Man- 
hattan.

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T. LOUIS has long had one of the most 
§ notorious smoke problems in the United 

States. For 50 years, civic elements in 
St. Louis have been fighting for the elim- 
ination of the smog that has so frequently 
hovered over the city. 
There is no doubt that the excessive 
smoke or smog has been detrimental to 
St. Louis. This is the principal reason as- 
signed for the city’s loss in population be- 
tween 1930 and 1940. St. Louis was one of 
the striking examples of population loss 
among big American cities in the last 
census. 
Yet, while St. Louis suffered a loss in 
population, St. Louis County and the sur- 
rounding area showed a considerable in- 
crease in population. In other words, peo- 
ple were moving out of St. Louis into the 
surrounding areas of less smog. 
We know in Birmingham that something 
of this sort has been going on here, too, in 
recent years. Birmingham did not lose pop- 
ulation between 1930 and 1940, but it gained 
only a very few thousands in the census 
count, whereas in previous decades this 
city’s growth had been remarkably . rapid. 
There is a strong belief here that Birming- 
ham’s failure to show a larger population 
gain in the last decade was due largely to 
our smoke problem. Thousands of people 
have moved out of Birmingham into Shades 
Valley and elsewhere to escape the smog.

As regular readers of this page know, 
St. Louis has recently launched an experi- 
ment in smoke abatement. In discussing 
Birmingham’s smoke problem editorially, 
we have often referred to the situation in 
St. Louis and the efforts that were being 
made there to relieve it. The experiment 
in St. Louis is along rather drastic lines, 
being based on a smoke-elimination ordi- 
nance prohibiting the burning of low-vola- 
tile coals except for stoker use. 

Now it is reported that the experiment 
in St. Louis is proving successful, although 
city officials and civic leaders are reluc- 
tant to claim victory over the smoke as yet. 
An article in Business Week on “Smogless 
St. Louis,” however, says that the city ap- 
parently has won its 50-year fight for smoke 
abatement. The anti-smoke ordinance has 
received “the ultimate test”—cald weather— 
and with three months of the heating sea- 
son there already past, “the notorious St. 
Louis smog has failed to return.” 

The magazine reports that a number of

the complications which threatened enact- 
ment and enforcement of the ordinance 
seem to have vanished. A threatened boy- 
cott of St. Louis merchandise by Southern 
Illinois coal producers failed to materialize, 
partly, it is said, because the Illinois mines 
are enjoying a 14 per cent increase in pro- 
duction over last year due to the demand 
of their various markets for stoker coal, 

Also, Business Week says, predictions 
that enforcement of the smoke law would 
cause a coal famine have not been borne 
out. Coal dealers say there is an adequate 
supply of smokeless fuels on hand or avail- 
able to meet the public demand regardless 
of the severity of the winter. 

Opponents of the ordinance contended 


_the public would revolt against the higher 


prices for smokeless fuels, but the magazine 

says this has proved incorrect, “most peo- 

ple apparently being willing to give the 

higher-priced fuel a cost test by the season 

rather than by the ton.” 
* * * 

The stoker business in St. Louis has re- 
ceived a tremendous impetus as a result of 
the ordinance. There were 4097 permits for 
stoker installations during the first nine 
months of this year, compared with 1393 
in the same period last year, and in July, 
August and September nearly four times as 
many were installed as in any previous 
three-month period. 

The problem is not solved to the entire 
Satisfaction of everyone, however. There 
remains a serious situation with respect to 
the price of coal in small quantities. Buyers 
of coal by the basket find they have to pay 
considerably more than formerly, due to the 
higher cost of the smokeless fuel. 

The effect of the ordinance on small 
buyers is so sharp, it is said, that political 
repercussions are feared. Mayor Dickmann 
and other leaders in the fight against smoke 
are making efforts to solve this problem, 
and already some progress has been made. 

The success of the smoke-abatement ex- 
periment on the whole, however, is attested 
by the fact that James L. Ford Jr., chair- 
man of the Municipal Smoke Elimination 
Committee, has received St. Louis’ annual 
award of $1000 for civic service. 

St. Louis is to be congratulated. Bir 
mingham, of course, has attempted no such 
drastic experiment as St. Louis, but we have 
put stricter regulations and supervision into 
effect respecting smoke, and already, we be- 
lieve, the results are proving worth while. 


A Marriage-Health Bill in Arkansas 


To safeguard the institution of marriage 
and serve social well-being in general, 
Senator James H. Pilkinton of Hope will 
seek enactment by the Legislature of a law 
to require five-day notice of intention to 
marry before a license can be issued. 

At session after session, bills have been 
introduced for this purpose and defeated by 
the opposition of a few persons whose con- 
cern was for licenge fees and marriage 
fees. 

Most of this business has come to a single 
county, whose nearness to Tennessee makes 
it a haven for Memphis couples seeking to 
avoid the stricter law of their own State. 
In effect, Arkansas has let itself be used to

sibility in this matter. Judge Camille Kelly 
of the Memphis Domestic Relations Court 
finds that a large proportion of the couples 
who have come before her had crossed the 
Mississippi to be hurriedly married in Crit- 
tenden County and returned to their Ten- 
nessee homes.

British Investments. 


HE British direct investments 
T in the United States, in such 

things as real estate, branch 
factories of British industrial con- 
cerns, etc., are part of the overseas 
commercial empire on which the 
livelihogd of about 40 per cent of 
the British people depends. Natur- 
ally the British have been reluctant 
to liquidate. investments of this 
sort. Nor has the administration 
made it a settled policy to force a 
100 per cent liquidation. 

There was a time when the Presi- 
dent played with the notion of tak- 
ing over British interests in this 
hemisphere, and talked rather 
grandly of American ownership of 
the famous Argentine railways. But 
in the first place, it was remem- 
bered that this was hardly prac- 
tical, since the Argentine railways, 
the President’s favorite example, 
had not paid dividends for years, 
and were situated in a nation from 
which exchange difficulties would 
prevent future dividends from com- 
ing to the United States. And, in 
the second, it was realized that ask- 
ing the British to continue their 
struggle for democracy, while in- 
suring post-war economic chaos in 
Britain, was not the wisest policy 
in the world.

“F ighter-of-the- Year” 
Award Goes to Conn 


Conn was named as the “fighter 
of the year” today in the annual 
poll conducted by “The Ring” maga- 
zine, Louis won . | 

the award last 
year. The selec- 
tion was an- 
nounced in a copy- 
righted article in 
the magazine, 
which also lists 
the ieaders and 
outstanding title 
contenders in each 
division. Conn 
received 57 votes 
for the honor, 
which is based on 
fighting skill, per- 
formance and 
contribution to 
the welfare of 
boxing. Max Baer was second with 
36 and Louis was fifth with only 17 
out of 118 votes. - 


The article in “The Ring” says 
the board felt that Conn showed 
himself to be one of the pzreat 
175-pounders of his generation and 
that he helped to perk up the game 
more than Louis did with his four 
title defenses. 

Conn and Louis were the only 
1939 leaders to hold their positions. 
Other leaders, who are not neces- 
sarily the generally recognized 
champions, were: Middleweight, 
Ken Overlin; welterweight, Fritzie 
Zivic; lightweight, Lew Jenkins;

DIAGNOSIS: The heavy mail

PERHAPS ANOTHER 35 per cent of the mail pertains 
to love, marriage and threatened divorce.

It has one undisputed vir- 
tue, that of being all meat and all 
edible—no bone or fat or gristle to 
interfere with the enjoyment of it. 
And its flavor is strictly up to the 
person who makes it. Roast lamb 
always tastes like roast lamb; 
roast beef always like roast beef; 
but meat loaf can be a cross be- 
tween beef and pork, or beef and 
veal, or what you will. A meat 
loaf combination which is a little 
unusual consists of one part ground 
pork to two parts ground lamb. 
Because both are rather fat meats, 
the loaf is sure to be juicy, and 
the use of bouillon or meat stock 
for the liquid peps up the flavor. 

Lamb and Pork Loaf. 

One pound ground lamb, one- 
half pound ground pork, two tea- 
spoons salt, one and one-half cups 
sifted dry breadcrumbs, one-fourth 
cup finely chopped celery, two ta- 
blespoons minced onion, two eggs, 
beaten, one cup bouillon or meat 
stock, pepper and one-fourth cup 
melted butter. 

Combine all ingredients except 
one-half cup of the breadcrumbs 
and the butter. Mix thoroughly 
and press mixture into a loaf pan 
(9% by 5% by 3 inches). Mix to- 
gether melted butter and the one- 
half cup breadcrumbs, and pat on 
top of the loaf. Bake in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) for one and one- 
half hours. Serves five.

SOLVING an ARCTIC MYSTERY 


Two Hudson Bay Men Find Long-Sought Breeding Grounds of Ross's Goose on Unnamed 
Lake in Far North—Become First White Persons to Look Upon Elusive Bird's Nest. 


ESKIMO GUIDES WITH THE EXPEDITION 
ATE THE GOOSE EGGS RAW.

N an unnamed lake at the head 
[or an unmapped‘river, two Hud- 

son’s Bay Co. post Man- 
agers have discovered the long- 
sought breeding grounds of Ross’s 
Goose, thus clearing up the last ma- 
jor mystery in the annals of North 
American birds. 

And so to Angus Gavin, manager 
of the Perry River post on Flag- 
staff Island in Queen Maude Gulf, 
Arctic Ocean, and to Ernest Dono- 
van, manager of the King William 
Island post, 200 miles eastward, 
goes the honor of being the first 
white men in the world to look 
upon the nest and eggs of this elu- 
sive bird in its heretofore un- 
known nesting territory. 

It was last June 380 that Gavin

and Donovan left the post on Flag- 
staff Island for the first part of 
their journey over sea ice. Employ- 
ing an Eskimo komatik, they 
hauled their boat and equipment to 
open water near the mouth of the 
Perry River which flows into Ches- 
ter Bay. Here they followed the 
turbulent Perry for 12 miles to 
where an unmapped river flowed 
in from the southeast. 

At the junction of the two 
streams, an Eskimo encampment 
was found, and there they hired 
four native guides. For another 15 
miles they pushed onward, making 
several] portages, until finally they 
approached an unknown lake dotted 
with numerous, low-lying rocky 
islands. 

Over these islands—there were at 
least 300 of them—Ross’s geese 
could be seen flying about in all 
directions. On the (first island 
where they grounded their boat 
lay many nests, ranging from three 
to 80 feet apart. This island was

only about 500 yards long by 50 
wide. Many others were even 
smaller. 

The nests were built on a grassy 
base on rock, well lined with white 
down, soiled to a dirty gray ap- 
pearance. Those examined held 
from two to six creamy white eggs. 
Some had only two or three, a few 
had six, while four eggs made up 
the most common clutch. A num- 
ber of eggs were picked up by the 
natives, who devoured them raw.

S the men approached, remain- 
Av« birds flew off their nests 
nd milled around, protesting 
loudly. Crawling on their stomachs 
to within five or six feet of the 
nearest nest, the pair lay still while 
the mother bird finally returned 
to her nest to resume her duties. 
From his hiding place, Gavin pho- 
tographed the goose on its nest. 
Altogether, the men remained 
about seven hours at the lake be- 


fore a south wind started blowing 
and they hoisted sail, speeding 
downstream for home. 

Eskimos claimed that the main 
breeding grounds were on similar 
islands in a larger lake, not shown 
on existing maps, ~bout six miles 
to the east. 

Hudson’s Bay Co. officials 
have known of this species from 
earliest times. It was called the 
Horned Wavey by Samuel Hearne 
in 1795, but since no specimens were 
sent out, the bird remained un- 
known to science until 1861. Speci- 
mens were received in that year 
from one Bernard Rogan Ross, a 
chief factor of the company, from 
Fort Resolution, Great Slave Lake, 
by the Philadelphia Academy of 
Sciences. It was John Cassin, cura- 
tor of birds at the academy who 
named it in Ross’s honon 

Meanwhile, Roderick MacFar- 
lane, another chief factor, searched 
the Western Arctic in vain for a 
trace of this goose. In fact, many 


explorers have searched without 
success along the Arctic coast and 
interior. South of Queen Maude 
Gulf the territory is unmapped and 
unexplored. 

Wintering in the Sacramento and 
San Joachin valleys in California, 
the Ross’s goose migrates across 
the mountains through Eastern 
Montana, north to the Athabaska 
Delta and Great Slave Lake. Fol- 
lowing a three-week resting and 
feeding period, the bird disappeared 
in a northeasterly direction towards 
its hitherto unknown breeding 
grounds. 

Ted White, well-known sports- 
man-naturalist of Ottawa, Ontario, 
inspired the successful search, 
which was directed by R. H. G. 
Bonnycastle, secretary to the Ca- 
nadian Committee of the Hudson’s 
Bay Co. at Winnipeg, Manitoba. 

The discovery is extremely im- 
portant, for it now eliminates the 
only remaining “unknown” in the 
list of North American birds.

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bidding was extremely vigorous all 
around the table, but West's six dia- 
mond bid would easily have been 
fulfilled, so South was not far out 
of line when he sacrificed at six 
spades. As it happened, his figur- 
ing was off: by one vital trick. He 
should have gone down four for an 
1100-point penalty but, as so often 
happens, the defenders proved kind, 

West led the king and ace of dia- 
monds. Declarer ruffed the second 
and laid down the spade king. East 
won and returned the heart king. 
Dummy’s ace won and East’s re- 
maining spade was carefully drawn 
before dummy returned the heart 
nine. Again East found himeelf on 
lead, and this time without a good 
exit. The average player, it is to be 
feared, would now lay down the 
club ace, feeling that a heart re- 
turn might (as it would) give the 
declarer a ruff in one hand and a 
discard in the other. 

Even the most dreaded plays, 
however, are not always dangerous, 
and this East was a good enough 
player to analyze the situation in- 
stead of acting on impulse. De- 
clarer’s holding had been disclosed 
as six spades, one diamond and 
two hearts. Even if his other four 
cards were all clubs, it could do 
him absolutely no good to discard 
a club from either hand. Hence, 
m heart return by East could not 
possibly lose a trick, whereas the 
lead of a club (either ace or low) 
would confine the defenders to one 
club trick if declarer had the king, 
which was practically a foregone 
conclusion. 


On this sound analysis, East re 
turned a third heart. Declarér dis- 
carded a club from his own hand 
and ruffed in dummy, then led @ 
low club from the board toward his 
king, and West sank the defend- 
er’s ship. Instead of giving the sit~- 
uation as much thought as his part- 
ner had given it, West automatic 
ally followed suit with the club nine, 
Now, when declarer led a club to- 
ward dummy, West had to play the 
jack and declarer made him a gra- 
cious gift of the trick, refusing to 
cover with dummy’s queen. East, 
of course, was helpless. He could 
not overtake with the ace without 
establishing dummy’s club queen, 
whereas leaving West on lead was 
just as expensive. West had to re- 
turn a diamond and declarer got 
rid of his last club while ruffing in 
dummy. Thus the sacrifice con 
tract was down only three tricks, 
800 points, against the cold small 
slam in diamonds that the oppo- 
nents would have made. 

I scarcely need point out that ff 
West had done a little thinking and 
dropped his club jack on declarer’s 
king, the defenders would have 
taken two club tricks and increased 
the penalty by an all-important 
300 points.
